SUBJECT: Advanced Placement Materials Grant, Pursuant to 70 O.S. §1210.703.

Approval is requested for the awarding of 41 Advanced Placement Materials Grants to 30
districts for a total of $ $663,003.19 pursuant to 70 O.S. §1210.703.

In March, the OSDE communicated with districts about the AP Materials Grant as outlined by
70 0.S.8 1210.703 and Administrative Rule 210:40-52-5. This grant had not been active in
multiple years, so the OSDE allowed any educator/school district to apply. This grant provides
new AP courses with the materials to begin their courses and approach compliance with
Statute 70 O.S.8 1210.704 requiring all districts serving 9-12 grades to offer 4 or more AP
courses. Because we allowed all schools to apply, this grant also offered the opportunity for
existing courses to refresh their materials, and motivate more students to enter a more
challenging, college preparatory class. We were thrilled to receive 180 applicants.

Applicants were required to outline the course in which the grant will be used, provide a
rationale clearly stating why funds are needed (beyond the fact that the district does not have
the materials), provide objectives that state how the materials will support the classroom in a
measurable way and describe these measurements, and articulate why the school is
implementing or expanding the AP course. Applicants also provided a budget outline of the
specific materials being requested.

Subject area project managers were assigned as first reviewer, and the AP project manager
was second reviewer on all applications. Rubrics used by both reviewers are attached.

About six (6) applicants were awarded per subject area. This resulted in the below funding
for each subject area:

History/Social Studies $84,049.08
English Language and Literature $96,076.50
Studio Art $96,394.96
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Sciences (Environmental, Chemistry, Biology) $120,652.50
Mathematics (Precalculus, calculus, physics) $97,316.32
Music Theory $103,250.40
Computer Science/World Languages $65,263.43
Total $663,003.19

Districts receiving funding have agreed to specific assurances. The assurances
agreement is attached. These assurances include:

o Educators attending the AP Summer Institute. For the purpose of this grant, we
did allow educators to attach a certificate proving they had attended the APSI
within 5 years.

e Encouragement of students to take the AP Exam. The district must provide the
opportunity for students to take the exam. Districts will provide OSDE with data
outlining number of students who received test fee assistance (free/reduced
lunch or two+ exams), and number of students who paid full price.

e There will be no carryover to 2024.

We are ecstatic to recommend 41 AP Materials Grants to 30 districts, with 20 of these
grants going to courses unable to be taught or offered in the previous year. The potential
awardees are attached.
